MISINFORMED! 

Recent Stori os of the Celebrated 
Desha-Baker Murder. 



SOME NEEDED CORRECTIONS. 



The Governor's Unfortunate San 
Died in Texas Years Aga. 



BAKER'S TOMB at SB ANNON 



Every once in a while some newspaper 
bobs up with a new story about the 
Desha-Baker murder, which was com- 
mitted on the farm of tbe late William 
Forman of this county, Bnd just in the 
edge of Fleming county, In November, 
1824. 

A few days ago a writer in The Win- 
chester Democrat had this to say: 

"Seventy years ago Isaac Desha, whose 
father was tbe Governor of Kentucky, 
killed a traveler, James Baker, and rob- 
bed him of $700. Ho was arrested and 
lodged In jail. The evidence was over- 
whelming, and tbe only hope was Execu 
live clemency. Much pressure was 
brought to bear on bis father, Oovernor 
Deiha, for pardon, but the old Governor 
■aid he would let the law take its course. 
Young Desha was tried, convicted, and 
during some of the legal technicalities 
growing out of the case he was placed in 
the Cynthiana Jail for safe keeping. 
While there he tried to commit suieide- 
and nearly succeeded— by cutting a great 
gash in his throat. Public sympathy was 
aroused, and at last his fathor pardoned 
him just before the former's term as Gov- 
ernor expired. The Governor did not re 
•igD, as is generally supposed, but served 
till the end of bis term. After the young 
man was pardoned be lived a wandering 
life for some time. The brand of Caii 
was upon his brow, and he lived a miser* 
ble life. Finally he was reported dead 
and was gradually forgotten. Some tim

tomary m those days. Bach night he 
would land his boat, and only traveled oy 
day. He slept la a portion of the boat 
remote from tbe other hands, and one 
uight, while tied tip to the bank near 
Vieksburg, a man entered his cabin and 
awoke him, tbreateuiog to kill him if he 
made a noise. Crawford knew Desha 
well, and when the latter made himself 
known recognized him at once. Desha 
told Crawford that be could not live in 
Kentucky, but had changed bit name and 
was going to change his life; that he was 
going to some diBtant island and live as a 
Christian man should. He refused to tell 
Crawford the name he had assumed or his 
intended retreat. At Crawford's invita- 
tion be remained on tbe boat until it 
reached Now Orleans, when he left and 
was probably never seen again by any of 
his acquaintance. Crawford asked rae 
at the time not to mention those things, 
anil probably told no one else, as every- 
body thought Desha was dead, and Craw- 
ford thought it unwise to remove this im 

"Until the late Minister Willis dli 
covered his progeny in Honolulu nothing 
had been heard of this Kentucky boy, 
who. with all tbe advantages of good 
blood, education ami influential ic- 
on, was a murderer and a wanderer, uud 
ho died an exile from home by his own 
actions."

Following tbe death of the late Hon 
Albert S. Willie, United States Minister 
to Hawaii, The Louisville Times pub 
llshed this 

In that far-away group of islands— 
the Hawaiian group— is a family of peo 
pie closely related to one of tbe oldest and 
most aristocratic familiea in Kentucky. 
The existence of this family has only 
been hinted at, but with the home coraiag 
of the family of the late Minister Albert 
8. Willis, who aaw and conversed with 
tbem. the farts were btought to light. 
The story recalls the famous Desha mur 



dor and subsequent disappearance of Gov- 
ernor Desha's sen, which is known to 
nearly every resident of the Bluegrass 
section, aa well as to most people ia Ken- 
tucky. Tbe developments also prove that 
old adage about 'blood will tell.' 

'In the dispatches printed in the news 
papers some time prior to Minister Willis* 
death it was mentioned that Minister 
Willis had seen and conversed with tbe 
descendants of the late Governor Desha 
of Kentucky. It was stated in tbe dis 
patches that Governor Desha's long lost 
son had been located in the Hawaiian 
Islands— that is, that his son's son had 
been found, but that Governor Desha's 
eon waB dead. 

"The Btory of the famous Desha mur- 
der will be easily remembered. It occur- 
red while Desha was Oovernor of this 
.utie His son killed a man, and ha was 
pardoned by his father. The son, ai will 
also be remembered, disappeared imme- 
dialely, and all trice of him was lost un 
til several months ago 

"The facts in the case areas follows: 
When the Governor's sou left here he 
went to Honolulu. He did not locate 
there', however, but went to another 
island, where he married a native woman. 
As the result of this union a child was 
born, a boy. This was thirty five years 
ago. This son was well educated at Hon- 
olulu and became a Minister of the Gos 
pel. graduating at a theological seminary 
at Honolulu with high honors. He mar- 
ried soon after be graduated, and ii now 
the father of two children, both boys, 
who arc attending the same theological 
seminary where their father graduated. 
The father is a Congregational PreBCher. 
He is said to be one of the moat brilliant 
as well as one of the best educated men 
in the group of islands. 

"About a year ago Dr. Talmage paid a 
visit to Honolulu ami preached to a gnat 
irswd of people. In the throng were 
many who understood both English and 
the uative tongue perfectly. Nearly all 
the English speaking people of the group 
of islands were present to hear the great 
evangelist. Dr. Ta'.mage tried himself, 
antl the Americans who had heard him 
before said it was one of his greatest ef- 
forts. 

"However, many were in the crowd 
who could not understand English, and 
these prevailed upon the Kev. Desha to 
interpret Dr. lalmages sermon. He 
arose and translated the sermon almost 
word for word in the Hawaiian tongue, 
and the Americans who heard bim and 
who understood both languages declared 
that in every way it surpassed the setmdn 
aa delivered by tbe noted American 
Preacher. 

"It is aald that the Hev Deaha does not 
know that he has relatives living in Ken- 
tucky, or that bis father ever lived in this 



All this reads very well; but it is a 
pretty well authenticated fact that the 
unfortunate Isaac Desha died many yean 
ago in Texai. 

His home in this county was near Shan 
non, and the beautiful spot where it stood 
is now known as Desha Valley. 

The remains of Maker were deposited 
in tbe Shannon Cemetery, and the well- 
kept tomb bears the following inscrip-
